The LEIPZIG-WOCKAG (N 52/8 21) airfield was not occupied by 
the Sovict Air Force. 


17 October 1949 


Tne field was unoccupied but guarded. The runway and taxi- 
ways were serviceable. No work was observed. 


17 October 1949 


Not occupied by Soviet Air Force troops. Several warning plates 
had been erected along the edge of the fidld. A German “Peaple's 


25X1X Police" guard was quartcred on the western edze. All hangars 
were Jagtroyed. Ihere were red obstacle lights arouad the 
Comment:
